Cole noted that President Ei- 
senhower told the United Nations 
Dec. 8 that the U.S. has hydro- 
gen weapons equivalent to mil- 
lions of tons of TNT. He said: 
‘‘That must necessarily mean a 
hydrogen bomb.” 

Cole gave no information on 
the size of America’s H-bomb or) 
its destructiveness.

WASHINGTON, March 16 P— 
The Senate Rules Committee vot- 
ed today, on strict party lines, to 
have the full Senate decide whether 
Sen. Chavez (D-NM) should be un- 
seated on the ground that ‘‘fla- 
grant’ irregularities marked the 
1952 New Mexico election. 

The five committee Republicans 
voted for and the four Democrats 
against adoption of a subcommit- 
tee report recommending that the 
senatorial election be declared 
void. : 

Sen. Knowland (R-Calif), the 
GOP leader, announced the Senate 
will begin debate next Monday on 
the question, which could mean a 
change in control of the Senate 
if the: Democrat Chavez, a 65-year- 
old veteran on Capitol Hill, is 
ousted. Knowland said he hoped a 
vote could be reached by Tuesday 
afternoon. 


PARTY APPOINTMENT 


Unseating of Chavez would let 
New Mexico's Republican Gov. Ed- 
win L. Mechem appoint a mem- 
ber of his own party to fill the 
vacancy. The present Senate line- 
up is 48 Democrats, 47 Republi- 
cans and one independent. 


In the 1952 election Chavez was 
declared winner over Republican 
Patrick J. Hurley, one-time secre- 
tary of war, by 122,543 votes to 
117,168. 


Republicans demanded and got 
an investigation of the election, 
however, and a three-member 
Rules ‘subcommitte@ sgpent 13 
months and more than $200,000 
conducting the inquiry. 

It reported last week —again on 
party lines — there was so much 
vote-stealing and other irregularity 
of an “‘appalling’’ nature that no- 
body could tell which candidate 
had a majority of the honest votes 
cast.

The answer is that each is convinced today that the destruction 


would be so great on both sides as 
to make such an attack absolutely 
improbable. 

What is the policy of the United 
States? It is covered by the phrase 
the “New Look,” which ‘for obvi- 
ous reasons has never been fully or 
specifically explained to the Ameri- 
can public because, to do so, is to 
explain it also to the Russians. 

What does the ‘‘New Look”’ gen- 
erally involve? It means that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and the National 
Security Council have decided to 
take a ‘‘calculated risk.’’ This is 
the assumption that large-scale 
war will not come within the next 
several years and that a defensive 
armament program adequate for 
retaliation can be economically 
maintained by the United States 
and its Allies. 

What was the.meaning of the 
speech by Secretary Dulles warning 
that ‘‘massive retaliation’’ would 
come if the free world were at- 
tacked? It was intended to warn 
the Soviet government that no ban 
on the use of the atomic bomb or 
the hydrogen bomb has _ been 
adopted and that the United States, 
with its Allies, would retaliate 
with any weapons and in any place 
of its own choosing. 

Did this mean that, if a “‘little 
war” broke out in Korea or Indo- 
china or the Near East, the ‘‘mas- 
sive retaliation’’ policy would ap- 
ply? Not at all. Each situation 
would be dealt with as the circum- 
stances required. It is not neces- 
sarily to be inferred that any atom 
bombs would be used in little 
wars, but neither is it to be as- 
sumed they would not be. Admiral 
Radford says it is desirablé to 
keep the enemy guessing. 

Will the United States retaliate 
in case of a large-scale war with- 

é 


out consulting its Allies? It will re- 
taliate instantly from American 
bases and from bases in Europe— 
like Spain perhaps—and from its 
own aircraft carriers in the North 
Atlantic and Mediterranean which 
carry atom bombs. 


When will Congress be consulted? 
In the case of an instant attack, 
the President is authorized already 
to repel instantly an invasion or 
attack on American forces any- 
where in the ‘wor'd. 


Would an attack on any of the 
many countries in the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization permit 
the President without consulting 
Congress to retaliate instantly? The 
NATO treaty obligates the United 
States to enter the war instantly to 


defend any NATO country that is- 


attacked. No previous authoriza- 
tion by Congress is needed if it be 
accepted as sound constitutional 
doctrine that a treaty supersedes 


the Constitution as the supreme law 
of the land. 


What then did President Eisen- 
hower mean when he told his press 
conference recently that America 
wasn't going to become involved in 
the Indochina War and that, if we 
did, he would first ask authoriza- 
tion from Congress? The answer is 
that Indochina is not covered by 
any mutual-defense treaty to which 
the United States is a party and 
that the situation is not even like 
Korea. : ae

This principle can be effective 
in controlling emotional excite- 


is to discipline your physical 
reactious. You will be surprised 
at how quickly this can reduce 
the heat of your emotions, and 
when emotional heat is driven 
off, fuming and fretting subside. 
You will be amazed at the 
energy and power you will save. 
You will be much less tired. 

It is, moreover, a good pro- 
cedure to practice being phleg- 
matic or apathetic, even indif- 
ferent. To a certain extent, even 
practice being sluggish. People 
thus constituted are less suscep- 
tible to emotional outbreaks and 
highly organized individuals may 
do well to cultivate these reac- 
tions. Naturally one does not 
want to lose the keen, sensitive 
responsiveness characteristic of 
the highly organized individual. 
But the practice of being phieg- 
matic tends to bring such a 
keyed-up personality to a bal- 
anced emotional position. 


Following is a technique which 
I have personally found of great 
helpfulness in reducing the tend- 
ency to fume and fret. I have 
suggested its use to countless 
people who practice it and find 
it of great value 


1. Sit relaxed in a chair. Com- 
pletely vield yourself to the 
chair. Starting with your toes 
and proceeding to the top of your 
head, conceive of every portion 
of the body as relaxing. Affirm 
relaxation by saying, ““My toes 
are relaxed — my fingers — 
my facial muscles.”’ 

2. Think of your mind as the 
surface of a lake in a storm, 


noonday, or moonlight upon rip- 
pling waters. In memory relive 
these scenes. 

4. Repeat slowly, quietly, 
bringing out the r-elody in each, 
a series of words which .express 
quietness and peace, as for ex- 
ample: tranquillity, serenity, 
quietness. Think of other such 
words and repeat them. 


5. Make a mental list of times 
in your life when you have been 
conscious of God's watchful care 
and recall how, when you were 
worried and anxious, He brought 
things out right and took care 
of you. Then recite aloud this 
line from an old hymn, ‘So long 
Thy power hath kept me, sure 
it STILL will lead me on.”’ 


6. Repeat the following, which 
has an amazing power to relax 
and quiet the mind: ‘Thou wilt 
keep him in perfect peace, whose 
mind is stayed on thee’ (Isaiah 
26:3). Repeat this several times 
during the day, whenever you 
have a fraction of a moment, 
so that by the enc of the day 
vou will have said it many 
times. Conceive of these words 
as active, vital substances per- 
meating your mind, sending into 
every area of your thinking a 
healing balm. 

As you work with these tech- 
niques, the tendency to fume and 
fret will gradually be modified. 
In direct proportion to your 
progress the power herctofore 
drawn off by this unhappy habit

HIT QUIZZES 

In ‘resolutions sent to Gov. Tal- 
madge, Chancellor Caldwell, the 
Roard of Regents and Atty. Gen. 
Cook, Tech and Georgia profes- 
sors termed the questionnaires 
“highly involved’ and said they 
were given an “unreasonably 
brief time.’’ They said that their 
local security officers gave con- 
flicting interpretations of the vari- 
Ous questions. 

‘It is not a matter of just say- 
ing we are not Communists or 
sympathetic to Communism,” 
one professor said. ‘‘We have 
been signing an oath every year 
since 1947 to that effect. We do 
not like to give a lot of per- 
sonal data that could be made 
public. 


“It is not that there’s anything 
wrong in the personal history, 
but it is the same feeling a per- 
son has in not Wanting the public 
to read his personal mail. This 
sort of regulation is similar to 
the thought control of Nazi Ger- 
many or Communistic Russia.” 


Two of the questions asked by 
the professors were: what will 
happen if we don’t return the 
questionnaire, and, must we give 
information which might cause 
our close relatives to be prose- 
cuted? 


Dr. Caldwell said no policy has 
been set as to what will happen 
to employes failing to comply 
with the law and the governor's 
executive order. 


SEE FIRINGS 


There was the feeling among 
employes of other state depart- 
ments, however, that anyone fail- 
ing to fill out the questionnaire 
would be cut off the state pay- 
roll. 


The chancellor conferred with 
State Security Officer Lamar 
Sizemore before answering the 
second question. 

Then, he gave the answer as 
**Yes."’ If dn employe says one 
ot his close relatives is a mem- 
ber of a subversive organiza- 
tion, he will have to name that 
relative. This undoubtedly will 
expose the relative to an investi- 
gation by the state security of- 
ficer. Caldwell quoted Sizemore 
as stating information given by 
an employe concerning the em- 
ploye’s relatives would not be 
made public. It could be used 
as a basis for an investigation, 
however. 


FEAR ERROR 


The professors were disturbed 
that they might make innocent 
errors in their answers, errors 
which would subject them to 
prosecution for perjury in the 
future. They asked if they might 
answer, “I do not know,” in 
event they don’t know the an- 
swer, or qualify their answer 
with the phrase ‘‘to the best of 
my present knowledge.”’ 

The chancellor quoted _ Size- 
more as stating the questions 
should be answered ‘“‘yes’” or 
*‘no” and adding the phrase 
*‘to the best of my knowledge 
or belicf.’’ 

Dr. Caldwell wrote a letter to 
the University of Georgia pro- 
fessors, giving answers to the 
‘questions they raised. He said 
he had not yet received a copy of 
the resolution passed by the Tech 
faculty at a meeting Tuesday. A 
comparison of the _ resolutions 
from the two schools showed 
they were identical for the most 
part. Tech professors asked a 
few more questions than the 
Georgia faculty did. 

Gov. Talmadge Tuesday received 
a telegram from Ralph Himstead 
of Washington, secretary of the 
American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors, terming the ques- 
tionnaire ‘‘unreasonable and far 
beyond the security needs of Geor- 
gia and the nation.” 

Himstead asked if the Georgia 
Subversive Act of 1953 included the 
details of the questionnaire, wheth- 
er a teacher would be fired for 
refusal to answer the questions, 
and whether the Board of Regents 
approved the questionnaire. 

The governor telegraphed Him- 
stead that the law is not aimed at 
professors—it applies to all state 
employes. 

Answering another question, Tal- 
madge said no one has started a 
test of the constitutionality of the 
Georgia law. He contended that 
the Georgia law isn’t as severe as 
the Feinberg Law of New York, 
which was upheld by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 

‘“‘T can’t understand why anyone 
would object to questions about 
whether he is a Communist,”’ Tal- 
madge said.

OMNIBUS BILL 


At stake is the administration’s

He returned for a 
spring trial with the Indians last 
spring, was claimed on waivers 
by the St. Louis Browns and sent 
to their San Antonio farm club. 

Now he's getting another big 
league chance with Baltimore 
and he's determined to make 
good.

The Army spokesman pointed 
out that the steep granite face is 
checked periodically for loose 
rocks as a safety measure.

AFTER PLAN 


Purchase of the bulldozer by 
Hapeville was indirectly caused 
by initiation of the Plan of Im- 
provement in Greater Atlanta. 
Prior to initiation of the plan, 
Hapeville disposed of its garbage 
through Fulton County, which 
buried it. 

Once the plan was put into 
effect,, however, Morris ex- 
plained, the equipment used by 
the county in the burying opera- 
tion was withdrawn. Hapeville 
then turned to disposing of its 
garbage by selling it to a hog 
farm operator in Clayton 

A law passed by the General 
Assembly recently banning sale 
on public markets of hogs fed 
on garbage ended that arrange- 
ment. With garbage piling up, 


East Point started landfill 


Hapeville bought the huge Cater- 
pillar and started its landfill. 


FIVE ACRES FILLED 


Since that time, more than five 
acres of washed-out land has 
been filled in by the city. In- 
cluded was a 30-foot deep granite 
quarry on the Georgia Baptist 
Children’s Home property. 

Presently Hapeville — through 
an agreement with Atlanta—is 
filling in a lot adjacent to run- 
ways of the Municipal Airport. 

Honea was told recently by an 
official of the county health de- 
partment that Hapeville was one 
of only 20 out of 390 towns in the 
state of the size of East Point 
and smaller using landfills to 
dispose of garbage.
